Ho was alone In 
his flght to secure' larger accommoda- 
tions there as Car as aid from his col- 
league from the ward was concerned, 
for no sooner were Second Ward im- 
provements mentioned than Dr. M. B. 
Shupe hurHdly excused himself, on tho 
grounds of hnving business elsewhere. 


When the mutter of these Improve- 


ments to the old Second Ward build 
Ing was taken up. Welsh started, and 
lor fully 15 minutes he held the floor, 
upeaking exactly what he claimed wns 
his opinion of the whole matter. He 
declared that the Board in the jratt 
had ignored tho Second Ward becausa 
poor people live there and because the 
more richer sections 
favored. 


elsewhere are 


"At tjje^tlme ,th<J 12-room building 


on the Soutn Side was luvthortzed," 
he began, "there was a resolution t>u 
tho books directing the Building Com- 
mittee to have plans ami spcclflca- 
tiong prepared for a tour-room addi- 
tion to the Second Ward building 
Since that time the Building Commit- 
tee has never returned any report to 
this Board nor has it ever made any 
explanation why It failed to do so. 
A twelve-room building was erected 
on the -South Side, out in the woods, 
as 1 called it at the time, although 
I have changed my mind a little since; 
but the Second Ward was ignored 
There are many children In too lower 
end ot Dutch Bottom who cannot at- 
tend school for many days during the 
winter because it is too far for them 
to walk to tho old Fourth Ward build- 
ing. Now some of you want to send 
them to the new South Side building, 
simply because you have the. vacant 
room. . 


"Had that resolution been acted up- 


on In the first place, by the opening 
of school In 1905 there would have 
been four rooms ready for occupancy. 
Instead of that you hud to rent three 
extra rooms tor that term. 
I would 


have never supported twelve rooms 
for the South Side had I known tho 
Board would Ignore the Improvements 
to the Second. 
Give the children of 


the lower end of the Second Ward a 
chance! 
They are too small to walk 


to the old Fourth Ward school, much 
less the new one. Neither Council nor 
School Poard have eier looked after 
the Interests of "the Second Ward, the 
oldest In town and one that always 
pays a full share of taxes. The Third 
^Vartl 'has had an eight-room building 
for several yeurs; the Fourth Ward 
fees-had two large buildings and now 
» third is within Its borders, but the 
Second has been compelled to drill 
•long with an antiquated 
four-room 


building, far too small for the de- 
mands of that neighborhood and poor 
ly equipped "
